Less 
than nine tenths of an inch is required 
to qualify, but the girls expect their 
barrows to have less than half an inch. 
The less fat a hog has, the more meat 
it has.

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THE ANTLINFLATION PROGRAM

and where we're going. 


After one year, the anti-inflation program is 
doing what it set out to do. 

The most important achievement has been 
the drop in the inflation rate. A year ago, 
consumer prites were rising at a rate of 10.6%. 
By August 1976, that rate of increase had 
dropped to 6.2%. This fall some unavoidable 
increases in energy costs and municipal taxes 
will affect the rate of inflation. In spite of this, the 
first year target of an inflation rate of no more 
than 8% will be met. 

Increases in all forms of income—wages, 
salaries, fees, profits, dividends—are also being 
successfully restrained. On the average, prices 
have gone up less than wages this year. This 
means that most Canadians can cope a bit 
better, we have more buying power than we had 
before the program began. 


The goal of the second year of the anti- 
inflation program is to bring inflation down even 
further, to no more than 6%. This can be achieved 
only if increases in everything slow down together. 

In our kind of market economy, prices have 
to be able to move up and down to some extent. 
But the anti-inflation program does put an 
effective restraint on prices by controlling profit 
margins. In the second year, the price and profit 
controls are being changed to make the rules 
simpler and to apply restraint more fairly among 
different companies. They also include important 
‘incentives to encourage the investments the 
country needs to make the economy grow and 
create new jobs for Canadians. New investment 
credits will make allowances for company profits 
re-invested to boost production and productivity. 

In the area of wages and salaries, the 
second year Guidelines limit increases to 6% as 
a protection against price increases, with 2% 
more added as a share of national productivity.

After a year of controls, inflation has come 
down. Progress has been made, in protecting 
Canadian jobs and improving Canada's well- 
being. The success of the anti-inflation program 
so far has depended a great deal on the co- 
operation of many Canadians. With continued 
co-operation, we can alll look forward to sharing 
a more prosperous and growing economy.

If you would ever awake from 
that terrible nightmare would depend 
upon the Canadian Forces Rescue teams 
and the area hospital that would treat 
you. Both were tested by a simulated 
disaster last Thursday on their ability 
to handle this kind of situation. 

The mock drama began around 
11 a.m. at Mountain View Air Base, 
10 miles south of Belleville, as 107 
‘victims’ distributed themselves across 
a field where aircraft parts had been 
strewn about to represent a destroyed 
Boeing 707. 

The victims, personnel from CFB 
Kingston and CFB Borden, climbed in- 
to trees, crawled under wings, or spr- 
awled themselves in twisted contortions 
on the ground. The only clue that 
they had staged this ‘hurling of bodies’ 
was that all 107 landed facing up. 

Many of the victims had come to 
the crash already made-up with vivid 
facial injuries, but a captain walked 
through the wreckoge with a large jug 
of ‘blood’, liberally pouring it into 
the hands of the casualties. 

Before long the big military heli- 
copter arrived, followed by a steady 
stream of ambulances and military ve- 
hicles. The victims took their cue, 
either by looking os unconcious os 
possible, or calling out in agony for 
help. 

Some of the victims could be 
heard complaining the exercise wos 

too real os smoke bombs exploding 
nearby enveloped them in a thick 
white cloud.

took off for Belleville and then Trenton 
before the six victims left over from a 
Trenton delivery were deposited around 
1:30 p.m. at Lennox ond Addington 
General Hospital in Napanee. 

The casualties were rushed through 
Emergency, their injuries evaluated 
and the necessary immediate medical 
attention given. Some of the soldiers 
went to X-ray, while others went dir- 
ectly to a holding area. One young 
man that had been tagged with a frac- 
tured hip would have been sent to 
Kingston in a real situation. 

In Nopanee there were 13 doctors 
in addition to the regular compliment 
of nurses to treat 10 patients, four cas- 
valties having arrived by ambulance. 

In Picton the situation was very 
similar, as 12 doctors handled 8 admit- 
tances. Five of those arrived by heli- 
copter at 2:05 p.m., the other three 
having arrived much eorlier in an am- 
bulance. 

Neither hospital faced any serious 
problem in the exercise, and indeed 
the hospital administrators felt they 
could have been ready to receive cas- 
ualties in 15 or 20 minutes, rather than 
the two or three hours they did wait. 

William Cooke, administrator of 
the Prince Edward County Memorial 
Hospital, felt the evacuation of the 
crash site “left something to be desired" 
but added he did not know the circum- 
stances of the Mountain View end of 
the operation. A reason for the bottle- 
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neck at the crash site may have been 
that only one of Trenton's three Rescue 
helicopters was used. 

Members of the hospital staffs will 
be meeting soon with the military to 
discuss improvements to their disaster 
plans, and iron out the minor difficul- 
ties they did encounter, so when disas- 
ter does strike, they'll be ready.

New life for old PO. 


The public will be encouraged to 
help determine a new use for Napanee's 
old post office, it was revealed ata 
property committee meeting Monday 
night. 

Currently the building is being 
used for municipal offices and council 
chambers, but when rennovations to the 
town hall are complete, it will be emp- 
ty again. 

A grant of $3,000 from the On- 
tario Heritage Foundation has been made 
available to fund a study into the possi- 
ble uses for the old post office, and re- 
design the interior to accomodate that 
use. 

Under the rennovation plan, the 
outside walls of the building are deeded 
to the OHF, so that the historical qual- 
ity of the building, constructed in 1888, 
is preserved. The inside of the building 


can be changed by the town as much as 
desired. 

In return for this, the OHF hos 
promised $25,000 towards the cost of 
the building, which was purchased by 
the town for $40,000. OHF will also 
supply money at regular intervals for 
the building's upkeep. 

At the suggestion of Kingston 
architect Neil MacLennan, the property 
committee decided the best way to tac- 
kle the problem will be with a special 
committee to investigate the possible 
uses the building could be put to. 

Mr. MacLennan suggested the best 
possible committee would consist of one 
or two council members, and four or five 
townspeople, coming from a broad range 
of viewpoints and talents. He stressed 
that from his experience with a Ganan-

At one point the marchers stopped 
in front of the Lennox and Addington 
Municipal Building, and after a pep 
talk from the protest leaders, sang O' 
Canada.’ 

The protesters seemed to stress 
their patriotism to the country, and 
gave three cheers to Napanee Constable 
Boulton and the Napanee Police De- 
partment when the march was completed.

Tire pressure key to mileage 


Motorists who fail to keep their 
tire inflation pressures up to the vehicle 
manufacturer's recommended level ore 
throwing away money, according to 
Williom Noll, product service manager 
for B.F. Goodrich Canada Limited. 


"A set of radial tires can lost 
up to 40,000 or more miles, given 
proper rototion and inflation under 
normal operating conditions," he ex- 
plains. “That's roughly three years 
of service for the average motorist who 
drives 12,000 miles o yeor. 


Underinflation by four pounds or 
more, however, con reduce by a full 
yeor the life expectancy of even the 
best tires. If new radial tires cost 


$60 each, this lost mileoge can re- 
present a loss of $80 to the motorist. 

"When it's translated into dollars 
and cents, the importonce of proper 
tire inflation becomes obvious," Mr. 
Noll notes. 


"Rodial tires have a tremendous 
omount of built-in value, but consumers 
must maintain them properly to obtain 
this value. A good practice is to moke 
weekly checks on the sir pressure. 

This will also identify air loss from 
punctures and help avoid most rood- 
side flots. 


“Air is free," he concludes. 
"There is no excuse for not keeping 
on adequate supply of it in our tires.”

New regulations 
for soft drink 
containers 


Toronto - Ontario Envir- 
onment Minister George 
Kerr has announced new 
regulations aimed at 
drastically reducing the 
use of throwaway beverage 
containers in the province 

The new regulations will 
require province-wide 
availability and encour-ge 
widespread use of carbon 
ated soft drinks im 
refillable containers and 
reduce the undesirable 
environmental effects of 
throwaway containers, said 
Mr. Kerr 

The new regulations, 
under the Environmental 
Protection Act, require the 
display and sale of refill- 
able bottles wherever soft 
drinks are sold and estab- 
lish a mandatory deposit 
and cash refund on all 
refillable containers. They 
will also ban soft drink and 
beer cans with detachable 
pull-tab openers. 

The program will take 
effect in several stages, 
beginning October 1 this 
year for some of the 
regulations. Mr, Kerr said 
a lead time of about 18 
months is required by the 
bottling industry to phase 
out existing sizes of bottles 
and to prepare for pro- 
duction of sizes to come on 
stream in 1977. Effective 
April 1, 1978, only five

No common bird 


Many farmers in this crea keep 
a few ducks around. In a lot of cases 
these are Muscovy ducks, not your 
average duck by any means. 


Although their name would in- 
dicate that these birds are of Soviet 
ancestry, this is, in fact not so. The 
name is a corruption of their original 
name - musk duck, which refers to 


the musky odour of the birds' plumage. 


The Muscovy duck actually 
originated from South America. It 
is only remotely related to the common 
barnyard ducks, in many ways it is 
more similar to the swans. 

Muscovy ducks do not quack, 


they hiss and peep, but their vocabulary 


is not at all the same as that of the 
usual domesticated duck. 

What is more, Muscovy ducks 
can fly, the young females, in par- 


ticular ore very good at this, though 
full grown drakes ore too heavy: 
fly well. 


In addition to their other pec- 
vliorities, the Muscovy duck roosts 
at night like a chicken, it flys up off 
the ground to sleep, where normal 
ducks roost on the ground. 

Their strange head ornaments 
take a little getting used to, the 
coruncles ore very bright red, and at 
first sight rather ugly, but one soon 
becomes accustomed to them as the 
endearing personolity of the birds 
emerges with closer acquaintance.

Muscovy ducks ore capable of 
breeding with the domestic duck, but 
their offspring ore sterile ‘mules’. It 
has been noted however, that they ore 
extremely good setters, and can be 
used to hatch the eggs of fertile birds. 

This broody trait is common in 
the species, Muscovy ducks will sit on 
their eggs, and are very good mothers. 
Since they graze on grass for much of 
the year, in the some way as geese, 
they ore popular with hobby farmers 
ond with those with the space to pas- 
ture a few birds. Although their growth 
rate is slower than the commoner Pekin 
duck, they are economical to raise 
becouse they will find much of their 
own feed. The drakes dress out at 
eight to ten pounds when full grown, 
the ducks ore smaller. The meat is 
full flavoured and very good, bearing 
little resemblance to the tasteless pro- 
duct marketed by the big chain stores 
under the name of ‘duckling’.

On 
the eve of deer and moose season, they 
onticipate that the annual debate about 
the sport will be repeated once again. 

The Ministry offered us the follow- 
ing reprint of a newsletter from the 
Remington Arms Company, not, they 
stress, because they support that indus- 
try, or because they want to convince 
anyoned to change their position on 
hunting, but becouse the article gives 
a slightly different perspective to the 
whole issue. 

Ministry spokesmen stressed that 
this is not an official position, but 
simply an interesting article. 


Two of the most appealing animals 
we know are the lamb and the fawn. 
The reasons for this are obvious. Both 
ore delicately beautiful little creatures, 
gentle and vulnerable. 


Yet the roles these two animals 
play in our world are quite different. 
At first glance it might seem that the 
lamb has the better deal. Usually he 
will be born to a well-fed mother ona 
farm or sheep ranch within the collec- 
tive security of a large flock or even 
the protective walls of a barn. The 
odds are great that his lifetime will 
be equally peaceful. For he is a 
domesticated animal, a commodity of 
commercial value from the moment he 
is born. 


The fawn, on the other hand, is 
born wild, often to a half-starved 
mother still suffering from the rigors of 
a severe winter that taxed to the limit 
her ability simply to survive. He is 
in danger from the minute he is dropped, 
from the elements, from diseases (there 
are no veterinarians in the woods) and 
from a variety of predators. Before he 
reaches a year's growth, he also will 
have to face winter's chilling temp- 
eratures, deep snows and slim larder in 
direct competition with his larger 
relatives who can obtain food from a 
browse level that may be beyond his 
reach. If the food supply is limited 
by over-population and the winter is 
too long or severe, he will be the first 
to starve. 


There was a time, ages back, when 
the lomb's destiny would have been 
similar to the fawn's. But, clong the 
way, Noture's most intelligent and 
resourceful predator, man, discovered 
that it was much easier to guarantee o 
food supply by culling tame animals 
from a captive flock than by the riskier 
mathod of hunting wild ones whose speed 
‘and senses were superior to his. So 
certain animals were gradually con- 
verted to a form of benevolent coptivity 
we call domestication. 

By chance and other factors, 
several vorieties of sheep were so sel- 
ected. The deer was not. Then, over 
the centuries, man's food gathering 
activities, like others, became even 
more specialized. No longer do we 
oll gather and butcher our lambs in- 
dividually. Most of us now pay others 
to do this for us. Obviously it is more 
efficient this way. 

The practice has now gone on for 
so long that, when we select a neatly- 
wrapped package of lamb chops from the 
meat counter, we often forget where 
they came from or how they got there, 
and that port of their price goes to poy 
our specialized, proxy predator. 

The dinner table may also be in 
the fawn's future some day becouse 
venison is quite delicious, and there ore 
still those who find challenge and en- 
joyment in gathering some of their food 
by the older, riskier method called 
hunting. But the odds remain in favor 
of the deer - as much as twenty to one 
in his favor at times. More likely, he 
will eventually succumb to starvation, 
disease, harassment from your free-run- 
ning pet dog, or a speeding auto ona 
super heighway we've recently cut 

through his range. In any event, few 
deer die of old age. 

Frequently we hear from those 
who claim to weep for the fawn because 
his life may some day end at the hands 
of o hunter. It is curious that we never 
hear them weep for the lamb. 

We say weep not for the pheasant 
but for the barnyard chicken, not for 
the antelope but for the feed-lot steer, 
not for the fawn but for the lamb. 

For, if you had your choice of 
being born a fown or a lamb, which

Bring plants in now 


Now is the time to move those 
house plants, that have been summer- 
ing in the garden, back into the house. 

Since these plonts will not with 
stand freezing weather it is important 
to bring them into the house before 
the first frost. However, it is wise 
to bring poinsettias in a little earlier 
since they dislike the cold, fell 
weather. Christmas cactus and azaleas 
need the cooler temperatures to help 
set buds. 

Even some normal outdoor bedding 
plants can give extro months of bloom 
indoors. Fibrous begonias, geraniums, 
and impatiens can be pinched back 
severely, potted up and brought in 
before frost touches them. Set in a 
sunny window they can go on blooming.

If they are still in the pot, moving 
is a relatively easy task. However, if 
they have been planted in the garden 
greater care is required moving them. 

The first step actually is to pre- 
pore the pot. Clean thoroughly and 
remove any salt or lime encrustations, 
os a final step, sterilize the pot in 
boiling water or with a dilute solution 
of household bleach. It is important 
that the pot be large enough, as wide 
across as the foliage spread. 

Soil is also important, you con 
purchase a good potting mixture or 
mix your own. Good drainage is 
essential, put a good layer of broken 
crockery or coarse gravel on the 
bottom. 

Dig up the plont corefully so the 
roots remain in a ball of soil and 
plont ot the appropriate height in the 
pot so that the surface of the soil will 
be an inch below the rim of the pot to 
allow for watering. Water the plant 
well and remove all discoloured or 

dead blossoms and leaves. 

Most house plonts require about 
four hours of sunshine per day, or the 
equivelent in artificial light. This 
should be taken into consideration when 
deciding where to ploce plants in the 
house.

Old PO. history 


Naponee's old post office was 
erected in 1888 for a total cost esti- 
mated at $40,000, the same omount 
paid for it by the town this year. 

The land for the building, which 
was bought rather than granted os was 
sometimes the case for a post office, 
was originally occupied by a house 
which was moved across the road. The 
house was then divided forming two 
houses -- one facing Bridge St. and 
one facing John St., both of which 
are still standing. 


It was the first building in Nap- 
anee to have cement, rather than wood- 
en, sidewalks. Those sidewalks lasted 
until just nine years ago, when they 
were resurfaced. 


The post office retained its func- 
tion until a new federal building was 
opened in June of 1968. Until the 
Town of Napanee moved its offices 
into the building, it wos empty. What 
will happen to the building is still a 
matter of controversy and concern.

preservation as a historical site. He said 
he could see many more beneficial ways

Mayor Lorne Smart said the old 
post office had fallen into decay before 
being bought and fixed up as a temporary 
home for the municipal offices, and thot 
it should not be let to go to ruin again. 
As to its future role, he said "we haven't 
had enough input from the general public 
to determine that." 


The majority of the committee felt 
however that the building could be put 
to a good use, and the historical value 
retained. 


TODAY'S HEALTH 
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Take these precautions and avoid home 


accidents

Many of us tend to think of 
accidents as mishaps that occur in 
the air, on water or on the highway. 
Vle consider them dramatic events 
we read about in the newspapers. 

Understandably so. 

After all, despite the fact that 
about four in 10 of all accidents happen 
in the home, the misfortune that your 
neighbour has fallen off a ladder, or 
hammered his thumb into the wall, is 
hardly the stuff of which headlines 
are made, 

Nonetheless, many home accidents 
are serious - and most ore avoidable. 

Fires and poisonings, for example 
the two most common causes of injury 
in the home - are often due to care- 
lessness. Fire is frequently caused 
by the careless use of matches or 
cigarettes; poisoning by careless 
storage or labelling. 

But a less obvious, though fre- 
quent source of danger is the home 
handyman who may actually do more 
damage than he sets out to repair. 

For instance, painting jobs done 
indoors should take place where there's 
proper ventilation to lessen the risk 
either of fire or of inhaling noxious 
fumes. Paint materials should be kept 
out of the way of children and should 
be properly labelled, rather than being 
kept in odd containers that may be 
mistaken for something else . 

The outdoor painter should check 
that ladders are securely anchored and 
that they lean on something that won't 
give way under stress. All painters 
should take the precaution of reading 
the instructions on the container before 
they start work, and they should re- 
move all paint from the skin (and any 
object that wasn't meant to be painted) 
afterwards. 

Other home hazards include: 
Electricity: If you must tangle with 


wires and plugs, switch off the main 
power before you begin. Don't over- 
load points and circuits, and be aware 
of the dangers of superconductors like 
water and metal. Water: With home 
plumbing repairs, it's again adviseoble 
to switch off the water supply. If 
you're soldering, you'll need good 
ventilation. And if you're ambitious 
enough to try welding, goggles and a 
face mask will cut down the danger 
from glare and flying sparks. Hobbies: 
Taking up carpentry, photography or 
chemistry can be relaxing, but they 
can also be dangerous if you don't 
know how to use the equipment. Take 
courses, or ask someone who does know. 

With ‘ittle care and planning 
most home accidents could be avoided.

Picture presented 


to library 


A detailed sketch of the Deseronto 
Public Library was presented to mem- 
bers of Deseronto's library board Mon- 
day afternoon. The sketch is an origi- 
nal 18 by 24 inch drawing by Kingston 
artist Jerry Stapley, and will be promi- 
nently displayed in the library's front 
entrance hall. 

Deseronto was one of 16 libraries, 
out of a possible 97, chosen to be 
sketched as part of the Lake Ontario 
Regional Library System's tenth anni- 
versory. The region extends from Port 
Hope to Gananoque and north of Ban- 
croft. 

The 16 fine ink drawings have been 
incorporated into the Regional System's 


onniversory 1977 calendar, with Aug- 
ust featuring the Deseronto sketch. The 
caption for that month says the library 
occupies the building that was formerly 
the office for the Scanner's ancient 
predecessor, the Deseronto Tribune. The 
library moved into the building after a 
disastrous fire in 1931 destroyed the 
Town Hall, in which the library had 
been housed. 

The regional board received a spe- 
cial Wintario grant for the project, and 
commissioned Kingston artist Jerry Stop- 
ley to do the drawings. Stopley also 
sketched the libraries of Picton, Napo- 
nee, Newburgh, Odessa, Kingston and 
Belleville.

By insulating, caulking and having

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Deer cost 1/4 million in’75 - 


The "deer they didn't see" cost 
Ontario motorists more than a quarter 
of a million dollars last year, not 
counting hospital bills and suffering. 

According to Ontario Natural 
Resources, 902 deer died in collisions 
with vehicles mainly at night last year, 
but not before they caused an average 
of $360 damage which totals up to more 
than $324,000 across the province. 

Those figures could be cut dras 
tically if motorists remembered a few 
tips said two provincial wildlife experts. 

Bruce Turner, Eastern Ontario 
predator control officer, said motorists 
at night sould watch not only the road, 
but scan the roadsides and ditches for 
the reflected glow of animal eyes in 
the dark, especially reddish gleams, 
usually the colour reflected from deer's 
eyes. 

When they see the glowing eyes, 
they should slow down. 

"I mean SLOW down, not just ease 
up on the gas," he said, "The eyes will 
tell you there are animals ahead, per- 
haps deer. But you shouldn't concentrate 
just on those pair of eyes. 

“Look around, there may be several 
other deer standing with their heads 
turned. When they turn around, get the 
light full in their eyes, they could jump 
tight into your path. tf you haven't 
slowed down, you won't notice them 
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until they fill the windshield, " he said. 

Big game management specialist Ray 
Stefanski also said motorists should heed 
deer crossing signs, usually posted bec- 
ause there has been significant deer 
activity there, perhaps an accident. 

He said motorists at night should also 
slow down if they see what looks like a 
deer shape or silhouette. 

"Deer are very unpredictable with 
lights. They could be standing at the 
side of the road as you drive by watching 
them, then suddenly jump out at the last 
split second," he said. 

Deer collisions are common in the 
spring and fall, but especially during the 
autumn mating season when the animals 
are constantly on the move, crossing 
and recrossing highways and backroads . 
The mating season usually begins in the 
first week of November. 


Surprisingly, your chances of 
hitting a deer seem to increase in built- 
up urban areas, rather than on lonely 
rural roads. In 1974, 28 deer-vehicle 
collisions occured in the Toronto- 
Hamilton area, compared to 62 collisions 
in a slightly larger section of the Mus- 
kokas. 


There are fewer roads ond vehicles 
in the country, but the collision figures 
still show there are plenty of deer near 
cities, suburbs and four-lane highways. 


Food dyes not banned 


Health and Welfare Minister Marc 
Lalonde has indicated that his depart- 
ment has no plans to ban certain food 
dyes whose use has been discontinued 
in the United States. 

At the same time, the federal 
Health and Welfare Minister outlined 
details of a compete review of the Can- 
adian policy on the listing of permitfed 
colours in food, drugs and cosmetic 
products undertaken earlier this year 
by the Health Protection Branch of his 
department. 

The review resulted in a judgement 
that a dose-response relationship in an 
American study, which involved only 
a few dogs, is inconclusive and the 
removal of Ponceau SX from Canadian 
foods, drugs and cosmetics is not war- 
ranted at this time. 

The dog study referred to has been 
known for many years to the department 
and the nature of the effects and the 
high doses required to elicit these effect: 
do not justify an immediate action any 
more than when the study was first re- 
ported. 

It should be noted that delisting 
actions undertaken by the U.S. Food 

and Drug Administration (FDA) need 
not be predicated on health hazard 
data since the American agency may 
proceed administeratively to delist a 
provisionally approved colour on the 
basis of insufficient data to accord 
permanently approved status. 

As for Carbon Black, the other 


dye in question, the information ay- 
ailable to the Branch through its ongoing 
policy to minimize the body burden of 
non-essential chemicals suggests that 
there is no public health hazard requir- 
ing immediate withdrawal of the colour- 
ing agent from Canadian use. Questions 
relating to the quantity of Carbon Black 
used in Canada, to the need for its use 
as a colour in specific products and to 
the ability to detect impurities at a 
low level will continue to be studied 
so that any new information on this 
colouring agent can be acted on imm- 
ediately, if necessary. 

In outlining details of the HPB 
review, Mr. Lalonde noted that one 
of the first steps in the process was a 
trade letter, issued on July 16, 1976, 
to all Canadian industry interested in 
food colours, requesting further infor- 
mation to identify products where 
colours ore employed together with 
supporting data to justify present levels 
of use in food products. A trade letter 
elaborating this policy as it applies to 
drugs and cosmetics will be issued 
shortly to the pharmaceutical ond 
cosmetic industries. On the basis of 
the information received and current 
sorld scientific knowledge concerning 
colouring agents, a list of permitted 
colours will be developed. In the 
meantime, the Branch will continue 
to evaluate all new data available on 
colouring agents in foods, drugs and 
cosmetics.

A former constable with the Deser- 
onto Police Department, Kevin Trudeau, 
received a 12-month probationary sen- 
tence and a conditional discharge in 
Belleville provincial court on Tuesday. 

Trudeau pleaded guilty to two 
counts of common assault that arose out 
of the dismissed trial of Duane Galt. 
Trudeau had alleged that two youths 
he was arresting for causing a disturb- 
ance assaulted him. Those charges were 
dismissed in court, and the evidence 
brought out at that trial was the basis 
for Deseronto Police bringing in charges 
against Trudeau, who resigned from the 
Force in August. 

Ex-constable Trudeau is currently 
working for Brinks Security in Belle- 
ville.
